Nowadays most new vehicles 
are equipped with child protection 
doors, which, when this feature is 
engaged, means the back doors of a 
car and the sliding doors on a van 
cannot be opened from the inside.

Zion plant 



Governor George Ryan signed 
legislation, sponsored by State 
Representative Tim Osmond, pro- 
viding state inspectors access to 
closed nuclear power plants. 

According to Osmond (R-62 
Antioch) the legislation is vital in 
preventing a post operational 
nuclear disaster in our community 
and statewide. 

Under the new law the state can 
assign an inspector to any nuclear 
power plant that has ceased opera- 
tion. The inspector would have the 
same access to the plant as the 
Nuclear Regulatory Commission 
(NRQ, but would not have to live on 
the premises. The inspector would 
identify deficiencies at the plant and 
make sure they are corrected. 

"The Zion Nuclear Power Plant 
may be closed, but that does not 
mean all danger has ceased," said 
Osmond. "We have seen in past dis- 




asters the damage nuclear power is 
capable of. With this new law the 
state can ensure regulation of c!osed : 
nuclear plants that will help prevent 
potential catastrophe." 

Other legislation sponsored by 
Osmond, and, recently signed into 
law by the Governor Includes: 

An increase In the time period 
in which all motor vehicles must 
exhibit lighted headlamps. 
Previously one hour after sunset to a 
half an hour before sunrise, the new 
law is from sunset to sunrise. 

TW&- creation of the Recycled 
Content Products Study Act and 
creates a task force to perform the 
study. The task force Twill* consider 
establishing various marketing pro- 
grams aimed, to promote the use of 
products containing recycled mate- 
rial. The results of the studywill be 
reported to the. General Assembly 
no later than Jan. 1, 2000-

newspaper article In a small Wisconsin town led to an 
Antioch teen's spending a week on a research vessel 
in the Bahamas this summer. 
IJla Kate James, 15, who will be an Antioch Com- 
munity High School (ACHS) sophomore in the fall, was select- 
ed to be one of 30 students chosen to participate in the High 
School Marine Biology Program (HSMB) out of 100 candidates 
for the Shedd Aquarium-based experimentation and research 
program. 

James, following a lengthy selection process, was the only 
student from Lake County out of those selected to participate 
in the three-phase HSMB. 

Stage one was attending seven days of 9:30 a.m. to 4 p.m. 
classes downtown at Shedd. James had a visiting student from 
LaCrosse, Wis. staying at her parent's home and making the 
train and bus commute to Chicago each day. 

Following the completion of the classes, the 30 students 
were divided into three groups of ten. Joining the students on 
the trip aboard the RV (Research Vessel) Coral Reef II, owned 
by Shedd Aquarium, were two Shedd advisors, a cook and two 
boat captains. 



"They were all great," James said of the staff and her fellow 
students. 

The excursion began after a flight Into Miami, following a 
day spent doing some last-minute grocery shopping and get- 
ting all of their gear and baggage aboard the vessel. 

Each day began early with a 6:50 a.m. wake-up call for 
breakfast The first day proved a little challenging to all of the . 
students. 

"Everybody got seasick," chuckled James. "The first morn- 
ing when we crossed the gulf stream. After that, it was okay be- 
cause we got used to it." 

The Coral Reef II was based off Birninl island in the Ba- 
hamas. Each day/the excursion would go out to various small . 
islands which normally do not appear on maps. 

The 12-16 hour day was spent doing some form of re- 
search projects, for which the students were divided into pairs.' 

"A lot of it was identifying fish, gathering and collecting 
fish," James explained. "One night we were up until 1:30 in the 
morning, and they were nice enough to let us sleep an extra 
hour the next day." 

The group lived on the boat. "It was pretty tight quarters, 



but we managed and it was still fun," said James. ' 

"We also would study plankton, tied pools, and we com- 
pared sandy beaches to turtle grass areas and communities,'' 
James continue^ 

One of the most outstanding memories for James was the 
night snorkel dive. 

"We were joined by four logger head turtles, who weren't 
bothered by us at all," James recalled with a smile. "They came 
right up to us and were so sweet and gentle. They let us pet . 
theirheads." 

For James, snorkelingand diving were not something new. 
She is a certified scuba diver, having gone several times while 
oh family vacations. 

"It was not new, but it was still really cool," admitted 
James. While in the water, which usually included at least three 
snorkel dives per day, James encountered four different species 
of sharks and several barracudas— including one 5-feet long. 
. "As long as we left them alone, they left us alone," James 
explained, noting she was never frightened.

The trip has sold James on her 
ambition to be in marine biology as 
a career. "This was the deciding 
point," James admits. "I actually 
wanted to go and do it to see if it's 
really what I wanted to dq," 

"It was the experience of a life- 
time, it really was," James stressed. 
"I've definitely decided to pursue it." 

"I've always loved animals," ex- 
plained James. "I'm looking forward 
to volunteering at the Shedd next 
year, because you have to be 16. 1 
also might work at Save-A-Pet, be- 
cause I love working with animals." 

Goldfish and birds are James' 
pets for now. Parents Peter and Amy 
James have been all for it, ever since 
Lila told them she wanted to apply. 

James has one final step in the 
three stage process. A follow-up pro- 
gram, August 3-5, features the stu- 
dents getting together in their groups 
and summing up their projects. 

On the evening of August 5, pre- 



sentations of their findings will be 
made for family and friends invited 
to The Shedd for a special program 
by all 30 student participants. 

"I wasn't expecting to get into it 
the first time because we thought 
they would take older students and I 
was only a freshman when I ap- ' 
plied," James explained. "We were 
really excited." 

"We had some friends living in 
Adams, Wis. who saw an article in 
their local paper, the Adams-Friend- 
ship Times, and they sent me a 
copy," James said. "I contacted 
Shedd, filled out some forms, wrote 
two essays, got two teacher letters of 
recommendation, answered a lot of 
questions, then I was called in for an 
in-person interview." 

As for the overall experience, "it 
was great," said James. "I would def- 
initely recommend it. It was an ex- 
perience of a lifetime and the best 
time of my life."

Even more spooky goings-on 
begin to occur, as Nell gets drawn 
further Into the web of the house's 
history. While she is lying In bed, 
the wall's sculptures of cherubic 
children turn all eyes to Nell. Okay, 
this part scared me. 

The scariest part of the movie, 
however, comes after Nell begins to 
find out more about the bad things 
that happened in the house. An inci- 
dent in the house's huge fireplace 
scared everyone in the theater, my- 
self included. I wanted to jump right 
out of my seat and scream. 

Unfortunately, however, that 
was the only truly scary part of the 
movie. After awhile, the special ef- 
fects began to remind me of that 
other supposedly-scary movie, The 
Mummy. The effects became almost 
obnoxious, culminating in the ap- 
pearance of a rather ugly, dark mass 
which was supposed to be the ghost 
of Crain. 

With all the money spent on 
this film, I thought the ending scene 
would be exciting. Instead, Nell 
shouts cheesy lines at "Grain the 
digital ghost." Sorry, but that is not 
my idea of scary. 

The movie left me wondering 
about a few things, too. First of all, 
why was Zeta-Jones even in the

We have only come half 
way and the best is probably in the 
second half, why not just go a little 
further? 

Without much further discus- 
sion and in full control of the keys to 
the rental I pull out of the wayside 
back onto the road to Hana, contin- 
uing on to what surely will be an 
unforgettable odyssey. 

After several more miles of nev- 
er-ending death defying turns and 
my getting less than enthusiastic 
"huh, huh" to my repeated "Isn't 
that great dear?," it becomes clear 
that my wife's mind is no longer 
on this expedition, if it ever was. I 
pull about and instantly feel the 
presence of relief in the air as she 
settles in for a snooze, 

A man in the middle of the road, 
wearing bright yellow rain gear, sur- 
rounded by a slew of traffic cones, 
furiously waving his hands above his 
head forebodes a heap of trouble. 



As I slow down and pull up to 
the Maui man in the middle of the 
road, laskifwearebeingdetoured.

Whether you're at the beach, 
pool, gym, camp, work, or even 
hanging around the house, there's a 
good chance you may develop a 
fungal Infection this summer. 

"Summer heat and humidity 
brings excess moisture and sweat- 
ing to our bodies, creating the per- 
fect setting for fungi to grow or fun- 
gal infections to develop," says der- 
matologist.Guy Webster, M.D.; As- 
sociate Professor and Director for 
Cutaneous Pharmacology at 
Thomas Jefferson University. "Fun- . 
gi tend to thrive in warm, moist 
places, such as between the toes, in 
the groin, under the breasts, and , 
other parts of the body." One of 
every five persons gets a fungal in- . 
fection at some time. 

Athlete's foot Is the most com- 
mon fungal skin Infection in hu- 
mans and affects ah estimated 70 ' 
percent of adults. It occurs mostly 
among teenagers and adult males. 
Many people will develop it at least 
once in their lives. 

Contrary to popular belief, 
walking barefoot in places like pub- 
lic showers, swimming pools, and 
locker rooms are hot the main caus- 
es of athlete's foot, but they can be 
contributing factors; "Sweaty feet, 
not drying feet well after swimming 
or bathing, tight shoes and socks 
. which offer no ventilation, and a 
warm climate present the perfect 



setting for the fungus that causes 
athlete's foot to grow," notes 
Ronald Lepow. D.P.M., president- 
elect of the American Pediatric 
Medical Association. 

Athlete's foot may affect differ- 
ent people in different ways.' 
Symptoms may include cracked, 
blistered and peeling areas be- 
tween the toes, redness and scal- 
ing on the soles, and intense 
itching.. Athlete's foot may 
spread to other parts of the foot, 
including toenails. The fungal 
infection can also extend to other 
parts of the body, notably the 
groin (commonly referred to as 
jock itch) and underarms, by those 
who scratch the Infection and then 
touch themselves elsewhere. 

Proper treatment of a fungal in- 
fection depends oh the right diag- 
nosis, which makes going to a 
physician so important, stresses Dr. 
Lepow. Before treating what you 
think may be athlete's foot or some 
other fungal infection, he advises to 
check with your podiatrist or der- 
matologist, who can diagnose the 
condition and prescribe the correct 
course of treatment 

Should you choose to first self- 
treat your athlete's foot with an 
over the counter antifungal cream, 
be advised that some of these prod- 
ucts may relieve some symptoms 
fairly quickly, but don't necessarily 



alleviate the problem, cautions Dr. 
Webster. "While your skin may look 
better and temporarily feel better, 
' the infection can remain for some 
time afterwards. Athlete's foot is 
notorious for its high rate of recur- 
rence, he says." If you notice no im- ' 
provement within two weeks of us- 
ing an over the counter product, he 
suggests you call your doctor to de- 
termine ffa fungus Is the cause of 
the problem. 

For athlete's foot and other fun- 
gal infections such as jock itch and 
ringworm of the skin, your doctor 
may prescribe Spectazole (econa- 
zole nitrate 1 percent) Cream. Spec- 
tazole is a prescription antifungal 
cream approved for treatment 
against nine major organisms, in- - 
eluding yeast, more than twice as 
many than most other topical anti- 
fungal medications do. In various 
clinical sUidies, a majority of pa- 
tients with moderate to severe ath- . 
lete's foot experienced early relief of 
symptoms, high cure rates, and low 
incidents of relapse following the 
recommended treatment wi tli 
Spectazole. 

In more severe cases, a doctor 
may prescribe foot soaks before ap- 
plying antifungal creams. If your 
athlete's foot is stubborn, antifun- 
gal oral medication may be pre- 
scribed. 

While it is not easy to prevent 



athlete's foot and other fungal in- 
fections, both doctors say you can 
take steps to lessen your chances of 
Infection by following some simple 
rules: 

• Wash your feet daily. 

• Dry your feet thoroughly, es- 
pecially in between your toes. n , 

• Avoid tight footwear, especial- 
ly in the summer. Sandals are the 
best warm weather footwear. 

« Wear cotton socks and change 
them daily or more frequently if 
they become damp. Don't wear 
socks made of synthetic materials. 

• If possible, go barefoot at 
home. 

• Dust an antifungal powder , 
into your shoes in the summertime. 
Don't let rashes go untreated, adds 
Dr. Webster. Not treating the rash at 
all can result in skin blisters and 
cracks that can lead to bacterial in- 
fections. 

During clinical trials, approxi- 
mately 3 percent of patients treated 
with Spectazole Cream reported 
side effects thought possibly to be 
due to the drug, consisting mainly 
of burning, itching, stinging and 
erythema (redness).

Warmer weather increases water-related accidents 



As summer heat makes an 
early appeareance, health ex- 
perts at Children's Hospital of 
Wisconsin are asking adults to 
be extra careful when their chil- 
dren are near lakes and swim- 
ming pools. 

The hospital reports about 
20 drownings or near-drownings 
each year, Sue Sorge, RN, Trau- 
ma and Injury Prevention man- 
ager said. 

"We can't stress enough how 
important It is to always be 
watching children when they are 
near water, " Sorge said. "Even 
children who have had swim- ' 
ming lessons need to be watched 
when swimming, boating or 
playing close to water," 



Although people may think 
they already are taking strong 
precautions, Sorge said most 
drownings or near-drownings 
occur when adults are nearby. 

"Nationally, about 70 per- 
cent of preschoolers who drown 
were being supervised at the 
time of the drowning, " Sorge 
said. "And, more than SO percent 
of preschooler pool drownings 
occur in the child's own home 
pool, while another 33 percent 
.occur in the pools of friends, 
family members or neighbors." 

Sorge urged parents and 
adults to take the following pre- 
cautions when children are 
swimming or near water: 

•Never leave children alone 



, when they are near water and do 
not allow them to swim alone or 
unsupervised. 

•Always keep your child in 
your line of vision. 

•Designate a pool lifeguard 
at all social functions. 

•Never assume someone else 
is watching your child. 

•Neyer rely on floatation de- 
vices to assist children who do 
not have strong swimming skills. 

•Teach your child pool safety 
rules, such as no running and no 
pushing. 

•Enclose pools with fences 
children cannot climb over. 
Make sure all gates are self-clos- 
ing and have latches placed . 
where children cannot teach 
them. 



•Always have toddlers and 
preschoolers in life vests while. 
in a boat or on a pier. 
Drowning facts 

•Drowning is the third lead- 
ing cause of unintentional in- 
jury-related deaths for children 
14 and under. Each year, more . 
than 1,200 children age 14 and 
younger drown. Seventy-five 
percent of them are between 1 
and 3 years old. 

•Each year, near-drownings 
cause an estimated 4,000 chil- 
dren under 14 to be admitted to 
hospitals for treatment, while 
more than 16,000 children are 
treated in emergency rooms and 
released. Often, children may be 
resuscitated, but are left with 
permanent disabilities.

Illinois Attorney General Jim 
Ryan unveiled a statewide hotline 
number for consumers that allows 
, .them to contact his office's new 
' health care bureau?'*'-^ 

The bureau has begun identify - 
. ing and attacking unfair and decep- 
tive practices in the marketing and 
delivery of health care. It is 
equipped to mediate consumer 
complaints and file civil lawsuits 
under the state's Consumer Fraud 
and Deceptive Business Practices 
Act. The bureau targets managed 
care and other care providers, in- 
cluding those offering Medicaid 
and Medicare; 1 ; :.?." ' 

"A.cdnsumer is entitled to 
health care that is fair and free of 
deception," Attorney General Ryan 
said. "This bureau wiQ seek to pre- 
serve those rights through medica- 
tion or by taking action against 
providers and insurers who engage 
in unfair or deceptive practices. 

"The new bureau is staffed by . ' 
two Assistant Attorney Generals, two 



complaint mediators, and support 
staff. Ryan estimates it will cost ap- 
proximately $350,000 per year. Since 
. the bureau became operational last 
October, it has received 120 com- 
plaints for mediation. So far; the bu- 
reau has a 75 percent success rate in 
resolving consumer concerns. 

Ryan will send radio and print 
public service announcements : 
across the state to announce the 
bureau and its special toll-free hot- 
line. Consumers who want to file 
health care related complaints 
should call the hotline during busi- 
ness hours, Monday through Fri- 
day. There also is a voice mail sys- 
tem to take messages during non- 
business hours. The hotline num- 
ber Is (877) 305-5145. Consumers 
also can access information about 
the health care bureau via the Attor- 
ney General's website at 
www.og.state.il.us, 

In addition, Ryan will conduct 
information forums at hospitals 
throughout the state.

University of New York at Buffalo 
made trie finding when they looked 
at records of calcium consumption 
and the extent of periodontal dis- - 
ease in nearly 15,000 people. Men 
and women who had calcium in- 
takes of fewer than 500 mil- 
ligrams, or half the recommend- 
ed daily value, had a higher risk 
for detachment of the gums from 
teeth. The association was par- 
ticularly evident for adults in

Miniature roses have had a large 
impact on gardening and rose 
enjoyment over the past several 
years.

leaf burning ban In unincorporated 
Lake County outnumbered support- 
ers ofa ban by about a 3-to-l margin. 
Rough poll numbers show 102 re- 
spondents— or about 76 percent — 
voting against a ban, with 32 respon- 
' dents— or 24 percent— supporting it 
(It should be noted the poll was not 
scientifically done and only repre- 
sents a sample of some of Lakeland's 
subscribers). 




Opinions varied throughout the 
county, but the strongest opposition 
to a ban seemed to come from the 

Fox Lake, Lake Villa and Antioch ar- 
eas. 

A Fox Lake couple, who respond- 
ed to the survey, said without leaf 
burning there would be no other way 
to dispose of the huge volumes of 
leaves In rural areas. 

"It has been an autumn tradition 
to burn leaves in Lake County," the 
letter stated.

Galloping growth 
story being repeated 

Tiny Volo, Lake County's youngest municipality, is poised to 
plunge into a tidal wave of go go growth following a script 
written earlier by Vernon Hills and Gurnee. It's the classic 
splurge in suburbia of rooftops, strip mails, big box stores 
and seas of asphalt. 

Vblo's aggressive growth posture has sparked a turf war with Fox 
Lake reminiscent of the boundary battles involving UbertyviUe, 
Vernon Hills and Mundelein. Buifdable open lands are ripe for the 
picking. Shades of George S. Patton! 

The ingredients for explosive growth are present in the hamlet, 
only a few years ago the intersection of Rtes. 12 and 120 with scant 
commercial development. What's it take to vault on to the fast 
track? Open space to the horizon. Well-connected advisers. A 
growth oriented mayor and council. Plentiful utilities. Ideal high- 
way connections. Abundant supply of developers. Sleepy, unaware 
neighbors. Favorable interest rates. 

Volo's got it all. Ready or not, here comes Lake County's next 
chapter of galloping growth. 

Primary colors: 
Dems parity push 

Because of a comparatively late primary (March 21), a good 
bit of the heat and excitement of the Republican race for the 
2000 nomination for President will have been expended. 
College of Lake County politicial scientist John Steinkesees 
Texas Gov. George W. Bush having the GOP nomination locked up by 
then with big state support from California and New York. 

Illinois' primary results will be secondary to the two big states 
and a host of other primaries. Steinke calls attention to the fact that 
about half the states, representing 75 percent of party convention 
delegates, will conduct caucuses and primaries between the end of 
January and March 14. Bush will benefit mightily from the "front- 
loaded" calendar, according to Steinke. 

The later primary suits professional politicians just fine in Illi- 
nois. They eschew intermingling national politics with state affairs, 
except, of course, when it serves a specific purpose. The pros will be 
focusing on what impacts Illinois. Next year's primary, electors will 
nominate candidates for Congressional, General Assembly and 
county-wide offices. 

The local focus, though, doesn't preclude voters from involving 
themselves in Presidential politics. Under Illinois' open primary 
where voters can crossover, Steinke anticipates "mischief voting" 
where Republicans will be moved to mark for Sen. Bill Bradley over 
Vice President Al Gore, for example. GOP "crossing" happens all the 
time and was responsible in no small part for the abberation of Ca- 
role Moseley-Braun getting elected to the U.S. Senate 1992. 

What can be anticipated is that party regulars, under the cover 
of national media attention over the future President, will be work- 
ing mightily for control of the Illinois General Assembly, where the 
big prize will be reapportionment. Nowhere will the battle be more 
intense than Lake County where GOP leaders are determined to re- 
tire two Democratic newcomers, State Sen. Terry Link (D-Vernon 
Hills) and State Rep. Susan Garrett (D-Lake Forest). 

Both Link and Garrett have made remarkable strides in heading 
Lake County in the direction of a genuine two-party system. Lake 
County's part of the upscale North Shore, once sacrosanct GOP ter- 
ritory, now is a swing district. Individually and together, Link and 
Garrett are tearing down Republican walls. The GOP high com- 
mand, both in Lake County and at the state level, not so surprising- 
ly, finds this unacceptable. Thus the stage is set for an all-out, no- 
holds-barred confrontation next year. 

The battle for dominance in Lake County and the General As- 
sembly could well overshadow who's taking over the White House.

Hugh Gallarneau embod- 
ied the Chicago Bear 
spirit epitomized by the 
Monsters of the Midway 
nickname. Tough. Uncompromis- 
ing. Unspoiled. Never-say-die work 
ethic. Approachable. Team-orient- 
ed. Goal-driven. 

Gallarneau was the fastest, 
most powerful runner, highest 
scorer on a championship, al- 
ways contending team. He was 
the Walter Payton is his day. The 
curly-haired running back was a 
summertime Lake County resi- 
dent for more than 40 years. 
Hugh and his wife, Nancie, a 
spectacular water skier, used his 
earnings from the highly suc- 
cessful Bear post war years to 
buy a cottage on Crabapple Is- 
land in Fox Lake. The Gal- 
larneaus summered there until 
two years ago when illness 
forced the sale. 

Besides their friendliness, the 
Gallarneaus became known for 
their "aquamobile," a half-car, 
half-boat vehicle that transport- 
ed them to the island where 
there are no roads. One of their 
neighbors in the early days at 
Crabapple Island was another 
footballer, Harry Hall of 
Waukegan, star quarterback at 
the University of Illinois during 
the Red Grange era who took up 
law instead of following profes- 
sional sports. 

Playing both offense and de- 
fense, Gallarneau led the Bears 
to a 23-2 record with one title in 
1941-42 before becoming a deco- 
rated Marine in World War II. The 
Chicago native was uncanningly 
successful in all his pursuits in- 
cluding a business career with 
service at Marshall Field and 
Hart, Schaffner and Marx. 

Besides setting a fast pace for 
fashionable male attire, Hugh es- 
tablished the precedent of Bear 
luminaries making their home In 
Lake County. He was 82 when 
overcome by a lengthy bout with 
cancer at his home in North- 
brook earlier in July.

There are no sounds 
of passing traffic. The vegetation 
and land contour still are recog- 
nizable. Ben Sargent likes that.

Casino gambling in Illinois 
Opening the flood-gates 



The reports that I have read 
about the legislative ses- 
sion conclude that the two 
biggest winners were Ar- 
lington Park race course owner 
Richard Duchossois and Rosemont 
Mayor Donald Stephens. Duchos- 
sois won a large property tax break 
for his race course plus millions 
more that he will derive from a casi- 
no at Rosemont. Of course, 
Stephens was the biggest winner 
with the casino that will soon come 
to Rosemont with estimates that a 
'•boat in the moat" there will gener- 
ate $400 million a year. 

Considering that a casino at 
Rosemont will dwarf any of the ex- 
isting casinos and the change in 
law to allow dockside casino gam- 
bling, it is a stretch to believe Gov. 
George Ryan when he says the ac- 
tion did not violate his campaign 
pledge against the expansion of 
gambling. The gambling flood- 
gates are wide open. 

At a Lake County bill-signing 
ceremony, Ryan said that the 
prospects are real that gambling 
casinos are a probability in the fu- 
ture in the south suburbs, or in 
Lake County, or elsewhere. Every- 
one seems to want one, from what 
he said.- . 

For those who lobbied 
against the expansion of gam- 
bling In Illinois, it was a David vs. 
Goliath match. The opponents 
had to lobby by calling on Indi- 
vidual legislators, walking outside 
the legislative corridors button- 
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holing lawmakers, and doing oth- 
er person-to-person work. The 
pro-gambling lobby had the luxu- 
ry of using legislative offices for 
their lobbying effort. When it's an 
insider vs. outsider match, don't 
the insiders usually win? 

There is only one way that 
gaming won't be expanded in Illi- 
nois in the near future. That is if 
Rosemont is as profitable as it is 
expected to be, that the clout that 
its investors will have will be used 
to stifle off other competitors by , 
such expansion. It may be that for 
some time expansion will be limit- 
ed to transferring gaming licenses 
from existing boats to more prof- 
itable locations rather than legis- 
lating new licenses. 

When the primary elections 
roll around next spring, we may 
find that the legislators' votes on 
casino gambling may be a bigger 
issue than Gov. Ryan's $12 billion 
Illinois FIRST program. That will 
probably be more true In some of 
the Republican primaries because 
"anti-gambling" is at the heart of 
some of the conservative political 
groups that control many GOP pri- 



mary elections. Those groups have 
Indicated that they expect to target 
some who flip-flopped on their 
campaign pledges. It is one thing 
to target legislative races, but yet 
another to find and finance candi- 
dates to take up their cause 

The original intent when casi- 
no gambling was legislated has 
gone "by the boards." Casino boats 
were created to spur economic ac- 
tivity in depressed areas such as 
the Quad Cities were at the time. 
Also, Iowa was authorizing casino 
gambling and Illinois thought it 
wise to beat them to the punch. 
The original intent by limiting 
gambling on casinos that operate 
on navigable waters was to prevent 
the large Nevada-type casinos to 
operate in Illinois. The legislature's 
move to allow dockside casino 
gambling is the "foot in the door" 
mat may eventually bring large 
gaming facilities and the "boat 
types" may one day be a thing of 
the past. 

So, it is no longer about 
spurring the economy of de- 
pressed areas. Let's not be hypo- 
critical. It's all about money. It's go- 
ing for the gold. Rosemont isn't a 
depressed area and it will be the 
leading gambling revenue produc- 
er In Illinois for many years to 
come. 

When one facility is expected 
to bring in at least $400 million in 
revenue in one year, that means 
that a lot of people are losing their 
"shirts and homes" to gambling.

He would tease John by call- 
ing him Sam. Once, the little boy 
snapped back, "Daddy's a dodo 
head." 

To which JFK replied, "John 
Kennedy Jr., how dare you call the 
president of the United States a 
dodo head?" 

Those who knew them say 
Jack arid Jacqueline were good par- 
ents. She once said, "If you bungle 
raising your children, I don't think 
whatever else you do well matters 
very much." 

Speaking of presidents, our 
current National Embarra^merit 
has begun comparing himself to 
one of the greatest athletes ever, 
calling himself "the Michael Jordan 
of politics." 

The man has no shame, he 
boggles the mind. Journalists call 
him "The Great Philanderer."

University should be central 



There has been a substantial 
amount of press coverage regarding 
the site selection for the proposed 
Multi-University Center project. 
Since this site selection process is for 
an educational institution, it is ap- 
propriate that the selection process 
be completed by the State Board of 
Higher Education. This body should 
be allowed to make its site selection 
based oh a site's ability to provide ed- 
ucational services and programs in 
the most cost effective, efficient, and 
effective manner. It is clear that the 
proposed site immediately adjacent 
to the College of Lake County's cen- 
trally located Grayslake campus is the 
best site from an educational stand- 
point. 

This site offers the following ad- 
vantages: 

1. The site is centrally located 
within Lake County. Decisions on the 
selection of a site for the main College 
of Lake County campus and the pre- 
sent day High Technology campus 
were based on the fact that a central- 
ly located campus would best serve 
the Lake County population. The suc- 
cess of these institutions in this cen- 
tral location is obvious and this same 
logic should be used in selecting a site 
for the Multi-University Center. 

2. The location of the Multi-Uni- 
versity Center adjacent to the existing 
educational facilities, will allow for 
the sharing of facilities and other re- 
sources between the Multi-Universi- 
ty Center and the College of Lake 
County. This sharing of resources will 



reduce operating costs for the Multi- 
University Center which, in the long 
run, will reduce taxpayer costs for this 
facility. 

3. Traffic is a county-wide prob- 
lem and will need to be dealt with on 
roads throughout the county as the 
population increases within the 
county. A centrally located site re- 
duces the length of vehicle trips by 
the users of the Multi-University Cen- 
ter. Ultimately, this Is the best way to 
reduce any county-wide traffic im- 
pacts of this facility. Again, as the pop- 
ulation center, of the county moves 
north and west, this centrally located 
site will further reduce the amount of 
vehicle trip miles traveled. 

Unfortunately, some*of the pub- 
lic discussions regarding the final site 
selection for the Multi-University 
Center have not been the kind of 
high-level discussions that Lake 
County residents have a right to ex- 
pect. In my opinion, these have been 
neither productive nor insightful, and 
contribute nothing to making the 
best site selection for this facility. Ul- 
timately, we should all be positive 
about the opportunity of Lake Coun- 
ty to host the Multi-University Center. 
While! strongly support the College 
of Lake County site as the best educa- 
tional choice, I believe that everyone 
in the county should be positive 
about the final sites under consider- 
ation by the State Board of Education.

Mary Pat Maddex Place 
dedicated for county 



A drug-free housing program for 
homeless women and their children 
in Lake County was dedicated July 26 
in memory of the late Mary Pat Mad- 
dex, who headed the Lake County of- 
fice of the state's Department of Chil- 
dren and Family Services (DCFS) be- 
fore her death from cancer in 1998. 

The dedication ceremony was in 
the atrium of the Lake County Build- 
ing, 18 N. County St., Waukegan. Ex- 
act location of the facility was kept 
confidential for the privacy and pro- 
tection of the women and their chil- 
dren. 

"It's a great way to honor her and 
inspire us to continue her great 
work," said Judge Margaret Mullen, 
president of the Safe Housing Advi- 
sory Board. She praised Maddex for 
being a tireless advocate for women 
and their children, and recalled how 
a drug-free residential facility had 
been a longtime dream. 

Several years ago after a Family 
Court session, Maddex had shared 
her frustrations with Mullen. 

"The women get out of treat- 
ment and they're doing so well," 
judge recalled Maddex as saying 
"But many of them go back to a 
drug-infested housing project where 
it's very difficult for them to contin- 
ue their recovery. Wouldn't it be 
great if they could go back to a sober 
housing project?" 

Mullen said she and Maddex en- 
listed the support of U.S. Rep. John 
Porter, (R-Lake County) and his staff. 
They arranged a meeting between 
officials of the federal Housing and 
Urban Development (HUD) pro- 
gram and Maddex, Mullen and oth- 
er Safe Housing supporters. HUD's 
commitment to providing financial 
assistance was a big step in helping 
Maddex' dream become a reality. 

Representatives of human ser- 
vice agencies serving on the Lake 
County Women's Treatment Net- 
work also championed the cause. 



Mullen said the Safe Housing 
initiative combines the services of 
DCFS, the Lake County court system, 
Catholic Charities, the Lake County 
Residential Development Company 
(LCRDC) and the Northern Illinois 
Council on Alcoholism and' Sub- ' 
stance Abuse (NICASA); \ 

She said the focus of the pro- 
gram Is to build a stable foundation 
for family to become self-sufficient, 
nine apartments will be available to 
provide women and children to live 
in an environment which supports 
their sobriety. Alcohol and other 
drugs will not be allowed in the 
apartments. 

Judy Fried, executive director of 
NICASA, said the new facility Is a 
most fitting tribute to the memory of 
Maddex. 

"Mary Pat was such a selfless per- 
son," Fried said. "Because I so ad- 
mired her dedication and resource- 
fulness, I wanted NICASA to be in- 
volved in supporting and helping de- 
, velop this much-needed program." 

Mary Pat's sister, Barbara Mad- 
dex, a social worker for Central Bap- 
tist Family Services, was one of the 
speakers at the dedication. She said 
several members of the family at- 
tended the ceremony. 

Barbara said one of the most dif- 
ficult things Mary Pat had to do as 
the cancer progressed was to give up 
her seat on the Safe Housing Adviso- 
ry Board. 

"My sister and I lived together," 
Barbara said. "We didn't talk about 
work much but we did talk about this 
project. Just a few weeks before she 
died she came home and said she 
had to turn over her place on the 
board to Mary lane (Dybas, also of 
DCFS). It was very hard for her to do. 
"We are extremely proud that 
something is coming out of her pas- 
sion for the things she believed in," 
Barbara Maddex said. "It has helped 
us deal with our grief."

After the public upset surround- 
ing the potential move-in of Auto 
Nation USA at the corner of Grand 
Avenue and DHIey's Road, Gold's 
Gym has begun construction at the 
site. 

The 20,000 square-foot facility, 
which will offer state-of-the-art ex- 
ercise equipment, is scheduled to 
open in October of this year, accord- 
ing to Tracy Cichocld, representative 
for Gold's Gym. 

The public opposition to the de- 
velopment was essentiallynon-exis- 
tent. The opposition to the Auto Na- 
tion development, however, was 
vast During public hearings as far 
back as January of 1997, residents of 
nearby subdivisions, namely Pern- 
brook and Westgate, voiced their 
opinions about the development. 

Many residents cited traffic con- 
cerns, possible flooding, noise, light- 
ing, and the potential negative im- 
pact on the resale values of homes as 
reasons to deny the development. 
Petition's were even being circulated 
by concerned residents, with signa- 
tures hovering near the 600 mark. 

Representatives from Auto Na- 
tion reassured residents that test dri- 
ves would be conducted outside of 
their subdivisions. 

During one public hearing, a 
resident noted, "The fact is that this

Earlier this month, Rader plead- 
ed guilty to a charge of unlawful de- 
livery of a controlled substance be- 
fore Lake County Circuit Court Judge 
Barbara Gilleran-Johnson and was 
sentenced to seven years in the Illi- 
nois Department of Corrections. 

However, Rader petitioned the 
judge for incarceration in minimum 
security boot camp, and the petition 
was granted, If he is accepted Into the 
boot camp by the DOC and success- 
fully completes the four to six month 
program, he will not have to serve the 
prison term. 

On July 22, Crawford also entered 
a guilty plea before Judge Gilleran- 
Johnson to a charge of possession of 
controlled substance with intent to 
deliver. He was sentenced to four 
years probation, 18 months home 
confinement, ordered to perform 200 
hours of public service, as well as to 
testify truthfully in future cases if 
called. 

Brothers, meanwhile, pleaded 
guilty on July 19 to unlawful delivery 
of a controlled substance and was 
sentenced to six years in prison, with 
no opportunity for boot camp. 

Castellano is still awaiting a Sept 
7 trial date.

Jim Simonian, chief of the drug 
prosecuting division for the Lake 
County State's Attorney's Office, said 
he is pleased with the successful con- 
victions of three of the defendants 
thus far. 

"This was the largest (seizure) In- 
volving this drug in Lake County. We 
are happy with the prosecution, 
which has led to the so far successful 
prosecution of these defendants/ he 
said. 

Simonian said there have not 
been many other incidents involving 
GHB in the county but law enforce- 
ment will rigously pursue any indi- 
viduals who use or distribute the 
drug. 

"We believe the distribution of 
GHB can lead to other crimes and 
overdoses and that is why these cas- 
es must be taken seriously," he said. 

The arrests earlier this year were 
the result of a three-week undercov- 
er investigation conducted by the 
Cook and Lake County Metropolitan 
Enforcement Groups, in conjunction 
with the Antioch and the Gumee po- 
lice departments. 

The arrests occurred after Castel- 
lano allegedly met undercover agents 
at Gumee Mills Jan. 14 and sold them 
4.5 gallons of GHB for $1,500. The 
street value of the drug sold to the po- 
lice was estimated at $55,000. Rader 
accompanied Castellano to Gumee 
Mills to complete the sale. 

Following the arrests of Castel- 
lano and Rader, police executed a 
search warrant at Crawford's home in 
Antioch. They found three gallons of 
liquid GHB, with an estimated value 
of $30,000, along with other items, ac- 
cording to previous reports. 

On Jan. 15, police arrested 
Kenosha resident Brothers in the 
parking lot of the Dominos Pizza in 
Zion. He was found to be in posses- 
sion of a half gallon of GHB, along 
with 10,000 dosage units of anabolic 
steroids, reports said.

dally my neighbors that have the huge 
lots," the resident said. "They would 
need hundreds of bags. The oak leaves 
don't disintegrate." 

One Wauconda residentvowed to 
continue to burn even if a ban were 
enacted: "The bottom line here Is that 
if this lawgoes into effect I will contin- 
ue to bum my leaves. I guarantee you 
that a citation or a fine from the village 
would be cheaper than paying to re- 
move the amount of leaves and dead 
branches that I have." 

Not all respondents were opposed 
to a ban, however. 

A man who lives in the Country- 
side Manor subdivision north of Lib- 
ertyville supports a leaf burning ban. 
He said the smell of smoke from leaf 
burning can sometimes be over- 
whelming. 

"We have 250 homes here. There's 
nothing worse than going outside to 
relax in our nice yards and have to 
smell smoke. At least with cigarettes 
you can walk away." 

Other supporters of a ban cited 
health reasons. A Wildwood woman 
said her family suffers from respirato- 
ry problems and says they cannot go 
outdoors because of smoke from leaf 
burning. 

"We all suffer from upper respira- 
tory allergies, and the minute we step 
outside with the constant leaf burning 
in the fall, we can't breathe. We have 
even had neighbors burning in the 
spring and summer. So we arc con- 
fined to our house as prisoners," said 
the letter, signed "A Family Looking 
for Clean Air." 

A few of the letters called for a 
compromise which would allow burn- 
ing during certain times of the year. 

One woman from unincorporat- 
ed Newport Township said she could 
live with some restrictions on the 
times when people are allowed to 
bum, as long as there wasn't an out- 
right ban. 

"I compost and recycle but, 
please, I need a few days to bum. I be- 
lieve there can be a restricted ban 
worked out, not a total ban." 

And so the leaf burning debate 
continues to rage on. 

The Lake County Board is expect- 
ed to make a decision in September 
on whether to ban or restrict burning 
in the county. 

A public informational meeting of 
the County Board's Health and Hu- 
man Services Committee was held 
July 28 on the proposed ban at the 
Grass Lake School gym in Antioch. 

The final public meeting is sched- 
uled from 7 to 9 p.m. Aug. 4 at Grant 
Community High School in Fox Lake.

My problem Is 
my company called me ufter the first day uf being gone and said they 
were letting me go. They told mu the reason was due lu inadequate 
attendance, even though (hey knew that I was carine, for a sick uncle. 
The only thing they offered me when I left was that ( could continue tn 
pay my own Insurance through their (COllltA) plan. My mom and I are 
thinking of hiring an attorney to file a suit for wrongful dismissal. I 
know people write to you all the time with their prohlems and I would 
appreciate whatever you could do, or any advice yau could give. 
Thank you. ].P,-Llndenhurst 

A: In speaking with the parlies involved on your behalf, ll became 
known that a 40-hour weekly attendance was not high an your list of 
priorities, tn fact your company had already put you under an 
attendance probation 6 weeks before. You may want to rethink your 
phone call to the lawyer. Per your former employcr..."5 months 
working for a company does not meet the requirements of the "Family 
Leave Act." That's strike one! Caring fur your sick uncle under the 
circumstances would also nut fall under the guidelines for the Family 
Leave Act. Strike two, According to your former employer their 
company does not fall Into the required number employees mandatory 
for Instituting this act. Strike three! Obviously in a time uf need one 
does not always know when an emergency will arise where one would 
need lo activate this "Family Leave", 

In your cose however, the story of your uncle that no one had ever 
heard you mention came from out of the blue. A company suffers the 
additional pressures in the absence of lis employees. Yours came 
without warning and a voice mall message staling that you needed the 
time off. ll most likely occurred to your employer that, while this lime 
yaur heart may have been In the right place, your previous track 
record for reporting lo work was not. Voice mail was not the proper 
way to communicate your dilemma. Your employer decided thai In 
your absence, you would be replaced, ..permanently. Keep in mind 
that while although anyone can sue anyone, winning or losing Is the 
gamble you take. Perhaps you should save your money on legal fees 
since It Is apparent that the company has a strung leg to stand on, 
based on past performance. Heucr you should concentrate your 
efforts on finding a new job lo support yourself and purchase an alarm 
clock that will assist you In getting to your new employer on lime.
